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In e owvrent l=sue of Mr. Bryan's
Compioner appears a brief but interest-
g desvription of the Monroe dootrine,
which will prove egpecially readable at
this Ume, The story Is writien by
James D. Richardson and appears in
M work, “Messages and Papers of the
Presidents.” 1t follows: “After the
sverilirax of Napoleon, France, Russia.
Prussia, and Austrin formed the so-
eallad Holy Alliawce in Seplember, 1815,
for the wuppression of revoluiions and
for perpoluating peace. 'The Spanish
wolonies in America having revolted, it
was rumorad that this alllance contem-
plated thelr subjogation, althongh the
United Sta*ez had acknowledged their
fndependence. Seorge Canning, Eng-
Tah secratary of state proposed that
England and America unite to oppose
such imterventlon.  On  consultation
with Jefferson, Madison, John Quincy
Adamas and Calhoun, Monroe, in his
annual message to congress In 1823 em-
bodizd what has since been known as
the Moaroe Jdoctrine.  Referring to
the threatsnsd Intervention of the pow-
ers, the inessuge declures: “We owe it
therefore, to candor and to amicable re-
Iations existing between the United
States and those powerggto declare that
we should consider any attempt on
their part to extend their system to gny
portion of this hemisphere ns ‘danger-
ous (0 our peace and safety. With the
existing colonies or dependencies of any
Buropean power we have not interfer-
ed and shall not interfere.  But with4
the governments who have declared
thele Indspendence and malntalned i,
_ and whose independence we have, on
great conslderation and on just prin
ciples, acknowladged, we could not view
any interposition for the purposs of op-
pressing them or controlling In any
ether manner their destiny, by any Eu-
rojean power in any other light than a8
the manifestation of an unfriendly dis-
position toward the United States,*
The promuigation of thiz doctrine is
sccredited to Mr. Monroe, but January
3, 1811, the principle was substantially
snunciated by Mr. Madison. In a mes-
sage to congress of that date, while dis-
cussing a thrent of Great Britain to
take posession of a portion of Florida
elafmed by Spain, he used these words:
*I recommend to the conslderation of
eongress the seasonableness of a de-
elaration that the United States could
mot see. without serjous Inquietude, any
part of a neighboring territory In which
they have In different respecte so deep
and so fust a coneern pass from the
bands of Spain Into those of any othet

foreign power.™
